Committee Prepares Employers' Liability Bill 


As Basis for Legislation in Pennsylvania Assembly. 


A committee consisting oF Jobn H. 


Jones, President of the Pitts burg-Buf- 
falo Company, W. R, "WootUorn, for- 
merly of the PtUsbiirg Coal Company, 
David Ross and J, \V. Daw son, prom- 
inent: coal operators, and Thos. L. 
Lewis, President of the United Mine 
"Workers, working under the auspice,s 
of the American MJuing Congress, has 
prepared an employers' liabMty bill, 
which has been 
introduced 
in the 


Pennsylvania Legislature and which it 
is proposed to introduce in the Legis- 
lature of every coal producing State. 
Mr, Lewis, while a member of the 
commiLtee, did not act and has not yet 
given hir sanction to the bill. 


The fund necessary to carry out the 


provisions of the bill will be provided 
by the levy of a special tax of one 
cent per ton on all coal mined and 
shipped, or sold locally, the tonnage 
to be reported to the State Auditor 
even* three months, verified by .ifli- 
davit and accompanied bj a cer ified 
check in full for the amount of 
the 


tax. The Auditor shall pay over to 
the State Treasurer all moneys sj re- 
ceived and the Treasurer shall keep 
such sums 3n a separate fund known 
as the Employers' Accident Indemnity 
Fund <mrl shall paj only upon warrant 
of the State Auditor. 


"Under the provisions of the bill, 


any employe shall "be entitled to re- 
ceive indemnity for all injuries ca«b- 
e& by accidents, and a monthly bene- 
fit during disability occasioned by old 
age, except in, cases where the disabil-

DIAMOND DRILL TEST 


Bting Made an an Extensive Scale in 


Washington County. 


During the past two months seven 


diamond drill coal teats have' been 
made -within a.radius of three miles or 
Undley's Mills/Morris.townsliip, ;ind 
at tho present tiire two additional j 
wells are Hearing completion, says the 
Washington Reporter. At the concJu- 
sicn of drilling at each of the seven 
completed wells the coai core was 
taken out -with gre.it care and secrecy, 
visitors being excluded after 
which 


the sample of the i'cel was enclosed in 
a neat box. tightl> sealed, which was 
shipped by express to either Pittsburg 


' or Cleveland. 


The boxes macU- for the reception 


of these samples of coal were made 
at Conger, being four feet in length 
and about six Inches square, and so 
constructed as to hold eight feet of 
core-.

Coke Plant Closed Down. 


The plant of the Isabel la-CoaneHs-

Company, near Rice's 


Landing; has been closed down 
for 


two weeks. 


Remarkable Results Obtained in Pitts- 


burg District the Past Winter. 


Have coal mining companies at last 


discovered a means to avert one of 
the greatest dangers in mines which 
result in explosion? Thfy question is 
being asked In Pittsburg more fre- 
quently since the passing of the recent 
months of severe cold weather without 
a single report of a dust explosion in 
a Pittsburg district mine. The facts 
are HO unusual thai' it La calling for 
much comment. 


Over a year ago attention was call- 


ed in conl mining circles to the distov- 
cry that cold, dry air forced for ventil- 
ation into a mine through the great 
fan houses acted as 
an 
absorbent, 


gathering up all the 'natural moisture 
in the mine and forced it out in the 
regular air passages. 


At the same time the lighter and 


dryer air put in the mine permitted a 
lower pressure of atmosphere against 
the mine surface, and allowed mine gas 
to ooze out into the open areas. The 
result was both a dusty and gaseous 
mine. Explosions were almost impos- 
sible to prevent 


H. A.'Kuhn, President of the Pitts- 


burgAVestmoreland Coal Company, a 
mine engineer of many years' exper- 
ience, for some years has been watch- 
ing' the effects of coM weather on mine 
conditions and has experimented with 
that feature by noting sudden drops in 
temperature 
ariU 
ordering 
exhaust, 


steam to be turned into the mine fan 
house. There it was forced into the 
mine, along with the cold dry air, and 
kept that air ruodsrately moist con- 
tinually. As a result there "was no 
UuFty conditions. The heavy state of 
the atmosphere in the mine prevent- 
ed more than the normal escape of 
mine gas from The seams. 


Since that experiment began there 


has not been a dusty day in the mines 
of. the company; but. it was some 
time before other coal companies took 
the_method up. For a year or more 
"practically ail' tue companies in the' 
Pittsburg district have adopted

The body of Chetlcn lay in the mor- 


Stie unidentified until Thursday after- 
noon, when William Chetlen, a pawn- 
broker, of Brownsville, Pa., recognized 
it as that of his brother, aged 23, who 
had been employed as a clerk in the 
pawnshop of William Chetlen until 
February 1, 


He thinks his brother, whose body 


he took to Brownsville yesterday for 
burial, is a victim of aut\-hypnotic sug- 
gestion. Police Inspector Hartley and 
two specialists' ot mental and nervous 
diseases -with whome he 
consulted 


hold the same views. 


Startling tests were made yesterday 


to verify this belief. Two ei-convlcts 
were taken to a nickelodeon by the po- 
lice inspector and specialists. One of 
the men had served part of a sentence 
in the Western penitentiary for mur- 
der, and the other had become a thief 
after his wife proved unfaithful. 


The specialists, on condition 
that 


their names be held secret, agreed to 
study the effect of pictures upon the 
criminals.

of the entire body. 
Great beads of 


perspiration gathered on Iho man's 
forehead, and for a time he was, from 
all appearances, 
completely 
hypno- 


tized and mentally was enacting the 
part played by the captured burglar 
in tbe picture.

quiring the defendants to show cause 
m'hy a .writ ot assistance should not 
lie granted to the P. & L. B. railroad, 
that the railroad may secure posses- 
»Ion ot property which Guth now occu- 
pies, Guth and his wife having signed 
an agreement to sell it for $2,500. 


Both Mr. anil Mrs. Guth testified 


that their signatures were secured by 
.Intimidation, and that they were co- 
erced and threatened until they sign- 
ed the paper in a state of fear, even 
alleging 'that an employe of the rail- 
road company ]mt a revolver in their 
faces, and that other employes were 
roundabout armed with pick handles. 


The trouble grow out of the P. & L. 


E. Improvement at Dickerson Run, 
wiereby most of the houses of the 
town were condemned by the railroad 
company. Nearly all of them were 
. purchased- Tho company produced a 
paper whereby Air. and Mrs. Guth had 
•creed, to sell their home property.;Ior 


?2,500. Later the house owners repu- 
diated the agreement on tie grounds 
that It had. been secured by unfair 
means. 
. The railroad company, 
claiming 


right to thf? property, petitioned the 
court for a writ of assistance, where- 
upon a rule was granted oh Mr. and 
Mrs. Guth to show cause why the writ 
should not be allowed.

ing the past year, iti the way of effect- 
ing safer and better sanitary

tions were more extensive than were 
ever befor-: .'-:.iown in tbe river mine.-?. 


Mine Inspector Alexander XlcCaach, 


of the First Bituminpus coal district 
of Pennsylvania, comprising parts of 
Washington, Allegheny and West- 
moreland counties, has completed his 
report on the production, 
condition 


"and" Improvement of mines for the 
year ending December 31, 1910. The 
report shows an increase in produc- 
tion of more than two and a quarter 
million tons over 1903. 


While the number of men employed 


and the number of tons mined increas- 
ed, the total number of deaths for the 
year as compared with 1909 has de- 
creased slightly per ton o' coal mined. 
This is thought to be due to better 
methods and machinery 
being 
put 


gradually into use,..and to the great- 
er care exercised by mine officials gen- 
erally, but accidents from the various 
fcinds of falls and from mine care are 
yet very much In excess of what they 
should be. 
A pronounced Improve- 


ment in the sanitary and general con- 
dition, looking to th« safety of thoso 
engaged in and about tho mines them- 
selves, was noticed by Inspector Me- 
Canch. A summary of the report is as 
follows:

to market, 7,099,024; used in manu- 
facture of coke, 780,371; tons of coal 
produced, 8,0611,778; tons of coke pro- 
duced, 435,270; coke ovens, 783; coke 
ovens in operation 783.
